Tyndall, John, LE.D., FR... was born. 
about 1820, in the: village of Leighlin- 
bridge, near Carlow, ‘Iraland. ” His parente:

power, and aent-him to 2, achool: where he 
seqnized a sound knowledge of mathoma- 
tics, At tho ogo of ninetben be joined in 
the capacity of ' civil assistant’ a division 
of the Ordoance Survey which was stationed, 
in'‘his native town,, Iu. 1844.ho. wos 
engaged by a firm in Manchester, and for 
about three years he was employed in 
engineering operations in coniection with 
railwaye, ,In 1847 he accepted an appoint= 
mont as teacher in Queevwood College, in 
Hampshire,’ a now institution, devoted 
partly toa junior school and partly to the 
proliminary technical cducation of agricul- 
turists and engineers. Here -he becamo 
sequainied with Mr (now Dr) Frankland, 
who was resideat chemist’ to the Oollegey 
and here he began thona original: invoatiga~ 
tions which have placed him in the foremost 
rank among the explorers of .ecience, . In

While in San Francisco preparatory to 
theie retorn to this country the Buy. E. 
Rotheray Miller, a missionary of the 
Reformed Char-h, submitted to an inter- 
view. with a representative of the S, 7 
Chronicle. 

‘When I firat went to Japan in‘1872,’ 
said ho, thera were no Christians in the 
eouritry, The first church we organized ith 
Jspan consisted of just eloven members. 
Now there aro over 40,000 communicants 
of the diff-rent Olristian’ chorches in 
Japan, For many years the progress of 
Christianity was vary rapid, but somo fise 
years ago a reaction set in that has wifitat- 
ed largely against missionary work. 

' This roaction as not so much against 
the Christian religion os it was avainst 
everything forcign. It was on assertion of 
native prejudice against innovation. Every- 
thing of an imported character came ueder 
this ban, which asstmed somthing of a 
patriotic craze, Thera was a detnand for 
old habits and old religion. Tho reaction 
sffeo’ed missionary work to 4 considerably 
exrent, for tho sutive prejudices once 
aroused failed to discrimivate at all, 
Everything foreign camo under condenmna- 
tion. 

‘This reaction is now subsiding, and I 
expect,to sec Japa progress very rapidly 
in Obristianity and also in tho manners and 
cuisloms of western nations, The Japanese 
are quick to Iestn and ready to adopt im- 
provements, | Their native roligion is 
rapidly losing ite hold upon the*popular 
wind, and there’ is a great readiness to 
grasp new ideas, 

“T know of no nation whore there is anch 
general eagerness to learn and such readi- 
tess to acce.t new ideas, The whole 
nation seoms animated with a desira to 
advance ia an intellectual, religious, ood 
industrial sense.* Tt is nut a spasmodic ex- 
plosion of a passing rentiment but tho 
wanifostation of a general impulse toward 
intellectual development. The popular 
mind is in a receptive ud inquiring mood, 
ready to receive anything that is an im- 
provemonst on what it has been accustomed 
to. Therefore, Japan is far more progres: 
sive im spirit thuc other nations longer in 
contact with Western civilization, _ 

‘People in thia country have a very im- 
perfret idee of the territurinl extent of Ja- 
pan, deuming it much smaller than is reaily 
the fact, If tho islands comprising tho 
kingdom of Japan wera on our coasts they 
would reach from Maioe to the northern 
coast of Flori's, Cona-quently tha c imale 
ia varied and the productions diversilicd, 
T am located at Morivko, which is the third 
lurgeat city north of Tokio, being situated 
280 miles north of tha: city. It contains 
abont 30,0 0 inhabitants, aud has a Greek, 
Roman Catholic, Baptist, Methodist, and a 
Presbyterian Ohuroh, Jl the Presbyterian 
and reformed denominations have united 
in miasionary work in Japan, and thro is 
every prospect that oll the socts of the 
other denominations will unite likewise to 
further the cause of Christianity. Tf they 
did ao it would materially aid our work out 
there. 

Pho division of tha Christian missiona- 
ries into different denominations has not 
militated against Christianity very much 
thus far, because the Japanese are accus- 
tomed to pocta and schiems, ‘They are 
Buddhists, who divide themselves into 
many accte drawing lines on what to us 
would uppear tifling pretexts, Being fami- 
liar with this system of hair sphrtiog io, 
religion the Japapeso are neither surprised 
no- shocked that Chrietians should differ 
sith each other in the matt r of doctriac, 
Nevertheless, the more wo keep our doc- 
trinal controversies out of sight the better 
it will be for the, missionaries.”

The Matabes were completely routed with 
great slaughter, 2000 of their number being 
killed, Tho British ‘loss was flve mon. 
Before abimdoning Buluwayo Lobengula 
ordered thekraal to be burned. The maga- 
rine wae datroyed. 

The cbiele uloog the line of route from 
the oompany’s forts ty Bulawayo are sending 
presents tothe company’s officers, 

Many Matabele chicfs arv joining tho 
company’s ‘orces. 

Later dttsils of the fightiag in South 
Africa shor that 700 Mataboles attacked 
the laager, or camp, formed hy Dr Jameson, 
the British administrator in Mashonaland, 
oa the Imbendezi iver, Tho battle lasted 
for an hour, the Matabeles baing completoly 
routed, Ishengula ordered the burning of 
Bulawayo, and the. destruction of the maga- 
zine, whioh contained 8000 Martioi-Heory 
oartridges ind 8u00ib..of powder.
